Nothing was said of the man whose 
name was on the petition and who 
claimed he had not signed it 
The petition asked that the notice 
of a contest which had been sent 
to the secretary of the common­ 
wealth, be withdrawn.

Warren, Ohio Jury Recom 
mends Mercy For Slayer 
Of Young Woman

WARREN. O . Dec. 21.—His life 
spared by the mercy of a jury of 
six men and six women. Ray Jutila. 
21, confessed “torch” slayer of his 
friend's wife. Mrs. Marie Tobin, 21. 
today prepared to spend the rest of 
his life in prison. 
A broad smile broke across Jutlla's 
pasty white face as he heard the 
jury return a guilty verdict with rec­ 
ommendation of mercy which makes 
a life sentence mandatory. 
Firemen found Mrs. Tobin’s body 
on her blazing bed last May 22. Be­ 
side it was the body of her dog. 
Jutila. popular local athlete, was a r­ 
rested and confessed that he killed 
her in a moment of u neon troll'd 
passion, then killed the dog for fear 
it migth later direct suspicion to 
him. 
He admitted setting fire to 
the bed in the hope of erasing evi­ 
dence ot his crime. 
Attempted Suicide. 
At the height of his trial. JuMla. 
who blamed drink and the easy in­ 
timacies of tlie* young set that made 
the Tobin home its meeting place, 
for the murder, slashed his wrist 
with the sharpened edge of a spoon 
in his jail cell. 
On the stand when the trial was 
resumed after his recovery, Jutila 
endeavored to conceal none of the 
details of the bizarre killing. 
He 
pleaded that lie was a victim 
a 
“jazz-m ad” age in which cheap liq­ 
uor bred easy intimacy.

smashed in the door of the house, 
but it was filled with flames and 
they could not enter. 
The house 
and all the furniture was burned. 
J. Audley Boak was notified and 
came to New Castle to look for his 
son. 
He found his daughter-in- 
law and took her ru t tc his home 
but at 1:30 this afternoon had heard 
nothing from his son. who probably 
had not heard of the fire up to that 
time. 
He was doing some m arket­ 
ing and his father did not know 
where to look for him. 
The house is said to have been 
insured, but it is understood that 
there was no insurance on the fu r­ 
niture. 
The fire is believed to have orgin- 
ated from a defective flue.

(In te rn a tio n a l New« Service) 
W ASHINGTON, Dec. 21 —The 
usually blase capital today was 
buzzing with mild curiosity and 
excitement over a new political 
enigma in the person of Gifford 
Fine hot, tall and angular erst­ 
while governor of Pennsylvania.

Pinchot, on the eve of w hat prom ­ 
ised to be a hot presidential cam ­ 
paign, have elected to spend the 
w inter in W ashington, and have 
opened th eir pretentious town house 
here for the season.

CUTS 
CHICK DEATH RATE HALF 
Bradford County “Grow Healthy 
Pullets” program shows th at the per 
cent of chicks dying in that county 
has gradually decreased in the last 
five years from 14.6 per cent in 1930 
to 7:36 per cent in 1935, a decrease 
of about half. 
The 345 poultrymen enrolled in 
the practices followed in th a t coun­ 
ty started 90.628 chicks during 1935. 
according to P. N. Reber; Bradford 
County Agent. W ith the mortality 
7:36 per cent, this m eant a loss of 
6,676 chicks. 
W hen comparing results of care 
of baby chicks where practices were 
followed as well 
as 
where 
they 
weren’t followed the results showed 
a larger per cent of the early chicks 
died while 8.11 per cent of the late 
ones died. All hopper fed chicks had 
a m ortality of 7.12 per cent and part 
hopper fed, 8.72 per cent. 
W hen the kinds of litters were 
compared it was found the fewest 
deaths resulted when peat moss was 
used. Mortality per cents were as fol­ 
lows: peat moss 4.91. sugar 
cane 
(shredded) 5.60, chaff 6.53, straw 
7.48, corncobs 7.95, Sta-Dry 
7.97. 
shavings 8.56, peanut shucks 8.i4, 
and miscellaneous 9.48.

Heavy snow falls or sleet can be 
very destructive to trees in the win­ 
ter. In case of a heavy snow fall use 
a broom to remove the snow from 
the evergreens. Many times expen­ 
sive plant materials have beer ruin­ 
ed in a few minutes during a heavy 
snowr or sleet storm. 
Another reminder th at may well 
be heeded at this time of the year 
is to fill in the ruts which are pres­ 
ent in the walks and driveway. Na­ 
tive stone can be collected and used 
for this. A covering of coal ashes 
placed over th e stone 
will 
assist 
materially in binding the heavier 
stone m aterial together.
